LOVE AND HATE 


Death Rattle is one of my favorite 
comics and definitely the best anthology 
book on the market. I'm at an odd point 
in my life right now where, while I relish 
Love and Rockets, Watchmen and The 
Spirit, 1 find myself increasingly embar- 
rassed purchasing The Green Lantern 
Corps and Airboy. So what does that have 
to do with Death Rattle 9? Simple: 
“Child of the Media" is an awkward blend 
of the things I’ve grown to love and hate 
about comics. 

The script was, simply, one of the best 
ever to run in these pages. I have long been 
a fan of Bob Ingersoll, finding him to be 
the only regular contributor to CBG that 
I can stomach. This powerful, biting piece 
of social commentary represents the kind 
of important statements comics can make. 

However, this statement was seriously 
hindered by Rand Holmes’ art. I think Mr. 
Holmes has a lot of talent—his detail and 
ability to capture mood are top notch. 
However, his preoccupation with grossly 


oversized and overemphasized breasts really 
takes away from the gritty realism of the 
story. I mean, is it really necessary to have 
every female endowed with breasts the like 
Thave NEVER seen on a real life female? 
Тһе panel at the bottom of фе first two- 
page spread, where Rico is tying up the 
Sapce Ride Operator, is the kind of thing 
would-be censors love to point out as en- 
couraging rape fantasies. | mean, come on, 
is it necessary to have the woman's breasts 
pushed out in front of her, nipples erect??

Well, it's an interesting can of worms you 
open. For one thing, it’s odd you don't men- 
tion the extreme violence of the piece—both 
the physical and psychological. We think part 
of Ingersoll’s point was that Rico was a tor- 
tured man and tortured others in his turn. 
Quite aside from all the killing he did, that 
is, It's doubtful that Holmes was aiming to en- 
courage rape fantasies in this decidedly 
unromantic but dramatic story. Rico's binding 
of the woman is logical within the frame of 
the story—it makes story sense—and the 
scene is just one more block in the founda- 
tion of a grim, relentless ten pages. As for the 
woman having large breasts and erect nip- 
ples, regular readers of Holmes’ work know 
it is a stylistic convention of his to draw large- 
breasted women—and wellmuscled and 
developed men, for that matter. We decline 
to tell him—anyone—how to draw. For one 
thing, we try to act as censors аз little ав possi- 
ble. For another, we сап think of another 
artist who could have lavished the amount of 
craft on this deserving story that Holmes did. 
It needed to have a detailed "street" feel, а 
feeling it was really happening. There was no 
for us but Holmes simply because 
we wanted the best work possible. Finally, the 
book carries 8 label, and frankly, DEATH 
RATTLE is not necessarily meant to be so- 
meone's primary introduction to comics. 


SPIRIT IS WILLING

But what if the next mass assassin 
is found with a copy of Death Rattle 9 
in his back pocket? There are a lot of 
Americans who would immediately ascribe 
a percentage of the blame to Ingersoll and 
Kitchen Sink. Now that gives me the 
shivers. 

Ви I'm getting off the point. [ don't take 
argument with this story; 1 just don’t think 
it really addressed the issue. 

Reading “Тһе Snowy Owl," I was 
wondering if the writer had managed to 
come up with a variation on this dusty old 
theme. | didn’t feel real let down when he 
didn’t.

‘WORLD OF TOMORROW’ 


For me, the undoubted highlight of 
Death Rattle 9 was “Child of the 
Media," a story depicting a horror which 
has already occurred on a number of oc- 
casions. A compelling tale, indeed, and the 
touches which impressed me most were the 
irony of the opening paragraph: “ће glimp- 
se into the next century" when considered 
with "we'll see more of this type of 
tragedy" on the last page. The “World 
of Tomorrow" certainly did “таке quite 
an impact." Also chilling was the way in 
which Giannelli thought the gods gave him 


their sign at his pre-massacre viewing of 
“The Wild Bunch," as shown by the 
stains in his discarded clothing. 

-Death Rattle 10 had a stunning, 
disturbing Charles Burns cover that whet- 
ted my appetite for another full-length story 
from him. “Sideshow,” after a promising 
beginning, turned out to have a very 
whiskery old conclusion, but was redeem- 
ed by the visual excellence of Rand 
Holmes' art. 

The “Mother Goose" and “Somerset 
Maugham” features were interesting and 
entertaining and indicative of your will- 
ingness to experiment, and reminded me 
nostalgically of the early ‘70s Marvel black 
and white horror mags features and articles. 
Your stuff is far more sophisticated, 
however, and I hope you continue to pre- 
sent this kind of material from time to time. 

“Savage World” is а kind of endear- 
ingly dumb story. I find that I actually 
prefer Wally Wood’s script to Bruce 
Jones’ “Land of Fhre" (which appeared 
in Alien Worlds 6, by the way, not No. 
3, as appeared in the text). Jones’ script 
was knowingly tongue-in-cheek of course, 
but the Witzend version has a loopy, 
straight-faced and stif-upper-lip sincerity 
that is beyond parody: Good old Buster 
recovers from direct exposure to the effects 
of an H-bomb explosion just in time to 
deliver the moral of the story. Delightful 
stuff! 

Of course, it’s the art that is the impor- 
tant element here. The work of William- 
son, Krenkel, Frazetta and Torres blends 
into an almost seamless and cohesive whole, 
and even though the pacing is rushed and 
jerky, the individual panels are beautiful 
to look at. Dave Schreiner brought to the 
introduction the same scholarly touch that 
he bestows on “Stage Settings" in The 
Spirit, and the background information was 
very interesting. This kind of thing gives 
a well-rounded feel to the package; it’s the 
enthusiastic touch that makes the Mr. 
Monster Specials so inviting, and it's much 
appreciated by those of us who care about 
the history of the medium.

HIGH STANDARDS 


So, you thought you could finally lay 
Death Rattle to rest, did you? HAH! 
You should know better than to try to 
“plant” such a thing in the fertile soil of 
Wisconsin, the state which spawned Ed 
Gein and Arkham House, among others! 

Seriously though, it's ironic that this ti 
tle might go the way of the stegosaurus, 
especially in light of the seemingly endless 
permutations of “Виз Boy vs. Captain 


Cockroach” (©, all rights reserved), which 
glut the stands. I assume your request for 
ГОСз is by way of saying, “бо what аге 
we doing righ?” 

First, there are some aspects of Death 

Rattle which have never fallen below a 
certain high standard. These, to my mind, 
would be the art and characterization. 
Simply put, I don’t think I've ever seen 
a bad, or even mediocre, piece of art work 
in the book (with the possible exception 
of the cover of No. 11, which looked like 
a rush job, and even that had a wonder- 
fully eerie photo as its basis). Some of your 
artists, notably Jaxon and Rand Holmes, 
maintain such a high degree of excellence 
that it’s easy to see why they've become 
"regulas," a policy | would generally 
discourage in an anthology title. Likewise, 
characterization is generally clear; the 
various "players" are usually developed 
as distinct personalities, at least to the 
degree possible in a short comic story. 

Plotting...here things become more pro- 
blematical. My objections fall into two 
categories (and only for a small percentage 
of your material): stories in which I can 
guess the ending after a few pages, and 
stories | read just to find out how they end. 
This may sound like niggling, and perhaps 
rightly so, but a magazine of your caliber 
deserves more concise criticism than “More 
blood!" and “Don’t use big words.” 

My first objection is the more difficult, 
since it's almost built into the form. I've 
heard that there are only five basic plots, 
and there's certainly nothing wrong with 
variations on an old plot like “The Old 
Dark House" or “Тһе Thing in the Ри.” 
“Poltergeist” was an interesting variation 
on the first theme; “Авеп” of the second. 
In both cases, it should be noted that the 
basic, overall plot was familiar (sometimes 
to the point of carrying on flaws in earlier 
versions). It is in the telling and the details 
showed their uniqueness. It's not enough 
to update a theme. 

All this suggests a solution to my other 
objection: if a story is headed toward a 
seemingly inevitable conclusion, hopeful- 
ly the writer and artist can add enough uni- 
que details to make for an interesting trip. 

Rather than criticize individual stories, 
allow me to mention those I've enjoyed, 
and why: “Bulto.” It’s all been said 
already, except for a request — please print 
it in a single book and do it in color. 
“Хепогок!” Killer Planet." “Junkyard 
Dog." All very visual, and filled with in- 
teresting detail. Comics are primarily a 
visual medium (regardless of the need for 
solid writing), and stories heavily depen- 
dent on dialogue or “psychological horror” 
aren't as interesting to me, at least in a com- 
ic. "Razorface:" proof that psychological 
horror can be done interestingly in a com- 
ics format. In this case, it's the artist's uni- 
que visual style which added something 


that wouldn't be found in a text version 
of the same story. Also proof that a story 
doesn't need weird creatures or unusual set- 
tings to be visually interesting (the above 
comments also apply somewhat to Charles 
Burns’ “Ш Вгеф”). 

It’s unfortunate that a genre as durable 
as that which Death Rattle deals in is so 
skimpily represented on the stands. Here's 
hoping you survive long enough to over- 
come distribution problems. Until the Bates 
Motel installs crushed velvet and heart- 
shaped beds, | remain enthusiastic.
